Economic Disruption 


To Grow Worse 
By CHARLES MOLONY 
WASHINGTON —LL— Govern­ 
ment reports are 
beginning 
to 
show signs of the predicted tem­ 
porary minor misses in the econ­ 
omic machinery as it shifts from 
civilian to military production. 
They seem to indicate that: 
1. 
The 
strictly 
civilian-goods 
boom is passing its peak—perhaps 
has done so already. 
2. 
Controls applied to slow the 
civilian boom and so free work­ 
ers for 
defense 
expansion 
are 
causing slack a bit faster than it 
can be taken up by the budding 
rear rn a m en t s pro g ram. 
Jobless Increase 
Officials had long 
anticipated 
these developments. 
In fact, they 
expect things to get worse before 
getting better despite 
efforts 
to 
keep the shift-over disruption at 
a minimum. 
There were several indications 
yesterday that the economy was- 
undergoing some strain 
in 
the 
transition, although first 
effects 
were fairly faint. 
Among them: 
1. The census bureau reported 
a dip in factory employment con­ 
tributed to a 300.000 increase last 
month in the number of jobless. 
The bureau said that “may have 
been due to temporary 
disloca­ 
tions in industries affected by the

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Aluminum Feels Impact 
Of War Controls Early 


By MARQUIS CHILDS 
WASHINGTON—With the flow 
of government millions into the 
rearmament program really just 
beginning, the power of govern­ 
ment to shape the national econo­ 
my in one direction or another is 
once more evident. 
Nowhere is this clearer than in 
the aluminum industry, which is 
one of the first to feel the impact 
of government controls. Civilian 
use has been cut by 35 per cent. 
This was essential, according to 
W. Stuart Symington, chairman 
of the National Security Resources 
board, even though additional alu­ 
minum production is being brought 
in as quickly as possible. 
What makes aluminum especi­ 
ally interesting is the background 
of monopoly and the long legal 
warfare that began almost at the 
outset of the New Deal. The de­ 
cision to give contracts for new 
aluminum production to five Am­ 
erican companies was made after 
a behind-scencs controversy with 
echoes of that earlier warfare. 
Symington Opposed 
Secretary of Commerce Charles 
Sawyer wanted to buy the addi­ 
tional aluminum from the Alu­ 
minum Co. of Canada, Ltd., usu­ 
ally shortened to Alcan. In a let­ 
ter to Symington he insisted that 
200.000 tons a year could be ob­ 
tained at a “bargain” rate of 16Va 
cents a pound as compared to the 
quoted rate of 19 cents a pound 
in this country. The Canadian Alu­ 
minum, Sawyer said, would be 
delivered over a three year period, 
35.000 tons in 1951, 65,000 in 1952 
and 100,000 in 1953. 
Symington took 
tho 
opposite 
view. He argued against building 
up a Canadian company which is 
said to be the largest producer in 
the world and the only company 
in Canada. Why not, he demand­ 
ed, expand American production, 
dividing the contracts among three 
companies already in the business 
and two more smaller firms that 
can become producers? 
In reply Sawyer argued that alu­ 
minum could be obtained more 
quickly from Canada. In view of 
the great urgency, he expressed 
the belief that this should be the 
determining factor. But after Jess 
Larson, administrator of the gen­ 
eral service 
administration, 
had 
led a group of experts to Canada 
to study the Canadian proposal, 
Sawyer was overruled. 
While it was never put in the 
record, 
strategic 
considerations 
are believed to have entered in. 


The additional Canadian facilities 
would have been concentrated in 
British Columbia which would be 
on the flight path of Russian 
bombers coming down from Arc­ 
tic Siberia. 
Then there was the 
issue 
of 
concentration In a single company. 
The federal court has held that 
there is no discernible connection 
between Alcan and the Aluminum 
Company of America, Alcoa. But 
an affinity docs exist if only in 
the relationships between the of­ 
ficers of the two companies. The 
courts have also ruled that Alcoa 
is not necessarily a monopoly al­ 
though the decision pointed out 
that competition is not as acute aa 
it might be. 
Alcoa Wa# Alone 
Significantly 
Symington 
was 
surplus property administrator in 
1945 when one of his tasks was 
to dispose of big aluminum mills 
owned by the government. In an 
historic decision he allowed two 
new competitors—Reynolds Met­ 
als and Henry J. Kaiser—to ac­ 
quire part 
of 
the 
government 
owned facilities with Alcoa getting 
what was considered a just ap­ 
portionment. Up to the beginning 
of the war Alcoa had been, to all 
intents and purposes, alone in the 
field. 
By reactivating producing units 
that had not been 
in 
operation 
additional aluminum will come 
out of American mills at least as 
quickly as it could 
be 
obtained 
from Canada, Symington believes. 
General services has signed the 
first two contracts. 
Under one of 
these 
contracts, 
Alcoa will produce 79,000 tons by 
February of next year. This will 
come 
through 
reactivation 
of 
plants at Massena, New York, and 
Baden, North Carolina. Reynolds 
will reactivate at Jonesville, Ar­ 
kansas, to produce 
25,000 
tons 
early in ’51 and will begin imme­ 
diate work on a new plant capa­ 
ble of producing 75,000 tons by 
the first half of 1952.
